It is a comprehen- 
sive exhibition of British Arts and Crafts, 
assembled by the British Council and sent to Eu 
the Metropolitan Museum in New York, To'

of its origin is fighting the greatest war in^ . *' 
history, (it) comes as a symbol of the culture “© 
and freedom of artistic expression that the es 
Allied Nations are fighting to defend. 


&Though the makers of 90% of the rere shew. 
have turned their talents to war production of 
some sort, their works, mostly made before the | 
war, come to prove that Britain has maintained. 
her standard; and that her artists still car 
produce some of ‘the best made objects in the 
world. The artists are scattered; the metal 
workers are making precision instruments in 
arms factories; the potters giving their ser- 
vice to make insulators as a more useful form 
of porcelain than expensive tea sets; the wea- 
vers, the glass blowers, all are contributing 
where their workmanship and sense of fine de~- . 
sign will stand them in good stead as they ! 
produce objeets for the defense of their coun- 
try.t

January 13 - Edouard Manet. Manet was one of 
the great technicians of all time. He was both 
& romantic and a realist in subject matter, a 
classicist in his antecedants, yet a founder 

of the new Impressionst movement. 


January 20 - Renoir and Durand-Ruel. Colour 
is perhaps Renoir*s greatest contribution to 
the Impressionist movement of which he, too, 
was a founder. Like Manet, he is difficult 
to classify and must be considered as an in- 
dividual. To the Parisian art dealer and 
critic, Durand-Ruel, is due possibly as much 
credit for the success of the Impressionist 
movement as to any of its artists. No dis- 
cussion of the period would be complete with- 
out ee iud his contribution. 


January 27 =- Monet, the Impressionists and 
Seurat. With Monet the full tide of Impres- 


sionism reached its height. He was its leader, 


to whom light and atmosphere became an ob- 
session. Seurat took the divided colour of the 
Impressionists and with his pointillist 

method, re-established-the sense of solid form 
which was often lost in the zeal for light 
effects.
